Short  title  0)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1[Tamil  Nadu]* 
and  extent  Registration  of  Practitioners  of  Integrated  Medicine  Act, 
1956.

(1)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  keep  a 
register  of  registered  practfiioners  and,  from  limetotime, 
to  revise  the  register  and  publish  it  in  the  prescribed 

manner. 

(2)  The  regist  er  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a public  docu- 
ment withinthe  meaning  of  the  Indian  Evidence  Act , 1872 
(Central  Act  I of  1872).
